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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1. Applicant's election without traverse of Group I, Species 3 for Figure 6, claims 1-13 in 
Paper No. 6 is acknowledged. 

Claims 14-28 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b) as 
being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. 
Election was made without traverse in Paper No. 6. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 7-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described in 
the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with 
which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. The limitation "a third 
material carried by the stent to convert a third type of energy. . is not defined in the 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 
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Claims 1-9 and 1 1-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102 (b) as being anticipated by 
Fearnot et al (U.S. 5,609,629). 

Fearnot et al show in figures 1 and 5 and abstract a device having all the limitation of 
claim 1, including: a first material (labeled in col. 12, lines 34-40) carried by the stent (12). A 
second material (col.4, lines 50-51) carried by the stent to convert a first type of energy to a 
second type of energy (col. 4, lines 13-16). 

Regarding claims 2-4, wherein the second material is selected from the group consisting 
of Au (labeled in col.4, lines50-51). The second type of energy is thermal energy; and wherein 
the second material is disposed in microdepots (col. 14, lines 22-29). 

Regarding claims 5-6, wherein a topcoat (18) deposits over a portion of the first material; 
and wherein the second material includes Au particles (col.4, lines50-51). 

Regarding claims 7-8, applicant's "a third material" is not understood (see 1 12-first 
rejection). 

Regarding claims 1 1-13, wherein the first material is hydrogel (col. 12, lines 34-40) which 
is selected from polypeptides and mixtures thereof (col. 14, lines 45-51). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for alL 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 
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Claims 9-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103 (a) as being unpatentable over Fearnot et al 
(5,609,629) in view of Anderson et al (6,254,634). 

Regarding claim 9, Fearnot et al disclose a device having all the limitations as recited in 
the claim. However, Fearnot et al do not disclose the first type of energy is an electromagnetic 
waves. 

Anderson et al teach the energy is an electromagnetic waves (labeled in col. 7, lines 45-67 and 
col.8, lines 1-11). 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the same time the invention 
was made to modify Fearnot et al by adding the energy is an electromagnetic waves as taught by 
Anderson et al in order to enhance the conversion of electromagnetic energy into thermal energy 
efficiently. Regarding claim 10, it would have been further obvious to one having ordinary skill 
in the art at the time the invention was made to have the electromagnetic waves with 
wavelengths between 800 and 1200 nm into thermal energy, since it has been held that where the 
general conditions of a claim are disclosed in the prior art, discovering the optimum or workable 
ranges involves only routine skill in the art. In re Aller, 105 USPQ 233.
